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1. Applicant should note the changes to patent practice and procedure effective December 

01, 1997 as published in the Federal Register , Vol 62, No. 197, Friday October 10, 1997. 

2. It is noted that on March 07, 2001, applicant filed a copy of a PCT/IPEA/402 entitled 
NOTIFICATION OF RECEIPT OF DEMAND that indicates that a demand was filed in 
international application PCT/SE97/01089 with in 19 months of the earliest priority date. 
Since it now appears that international application PCT/SE97/01089 did in fact enter chapter II 
processing, continuity does exists and the objection to the declaration as being defective for 
this purpose is withdrawn. 

2.1 However, as can be seen in sections 4 & 4.1 of the examiner's comments attached to 
the Notice of Allowance mailed January 10, 2001 and reproduced below, the objection to the 
declaration contained 2 (two) separate parts. In section 4. 1(A) the declaration was properly 
objected to as lacking proper margins as required by 37 CFR § 1.52(b). Whereas in section 
4. 1(B) the declaration was objected to for improperly claiming the benefit of an early filing 
date based on application number 9602475-7 filed in Sweden on 20 June 1996, and 
international application PCT/SE97/01089 filed on 18 June 1997. 

2.2 In view of the papers filed March 07, 2001, the reason for the second objection in 
section 4. 1(b) is withdrawn. 

2.3 However, applicant has failed to address the reason given in section 4. 1(A) within the 3 
(THREE) month period of response set in section 6 of the PTO-37 mailed January 10, 2001, 
(see the attached copy). 

"4. The oath or declaration is defective. A new oath or declaration in compliance 
with 37 C.F.R. § 1.67(a) identifying this application by its Serial Number and filing 
date is required.
